Work  of  the  Council  for  the  Year  May,  1891-May,  1892. 


After  a  number  of  preliminary  conferences  of  representatives  appointed  by 
the  several  scientific  societies  of  New  York  held  during  the  Spring  of  1891,  the 
Council  of  the  Scientific  Alliance  of  New  York  was  organized  on  May  19th  of 
that  year.  It  consists  of  the  President  and  two  other  members  delegated  by 
each  society,  and  its  object  is  to  promote  the  common  interests  of  the  scientific 
societies  of  New  York  City  and  vicinity.  Its  officers  are  a  President,  a  Secretary 
aad  a  Treasurer. 

The  first  work  of  the  Council  was  to  prepare  and  issue  "  A  Directory  of  the 
Scientific  Alliance  of  New  York,"  a  pamphlet  of  22  pages,  giving  the  more  im- 
portant facts  concerning  the  organization,  libraries  and  collections  of  the  six 
societies  then  forming  the  Alliance,  together  with  a  complete  list  of  their  active  or 
resident  members.    This  Directory  was  distributed  in  June,  1891. 

In  September  the  Council  addressed  itself  to  the  announcement  of  the  pro- 
posed proceedings  of  the  societies  in  the  form  of  a  monthly  bulletin,  and  this 
bulletin  has  been  issued  the  first  of  every  month  from  October,  1891,  to  May, 
1892.  Four  of  the  societies  have  accepted  this  bulletin  as  their  only  method  of 
announcing  meetings,  while  the  other  two  issue  independent  announcements 
as  well. 

The  number  of  longer  scientific  communications  presented  before  the  six 
societies  and  enumerated  in  the  following  list,  nearly  all  of  them  having  been  an- 
nounced on  the  bulletins,  was  112. 

The  Council  has  held  eight  meetings. 

Believing  that  one  of  the  most  important  things  needed  for  the  welfare  of 
the  societies  is  a  common  place  of  meeting,  where  their  libraries  can  be  shelved 
and  consulted  and  their  work  facilitated,  the  Council  appointed  a  Building  Com- 
mittee at  the  meeting  of  Sept.  28th,  1891.  This  Committee  consists  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  and  one  delegate  from  each  of  the  societies.  It  has  held 
several  meetings  and  conferences,  and  has  received  much  encouragement,  and 
hopes  to  have  a  definite  plan  to  submit  during  the  coming  winter.

REPORT   OF  THE  SECRETARY 

For  tie  Year  May,  1891-il%,  1892. 


The  Second  Annual  Directory  was  distributed  early  in  July,  1892. 

The  Bulletins  have  been  regularly  issued  about  the  first  of  each 
month,  and  have  announced  very  nearly  all  the  papers  which  have  been 
read  before  the  Societies. 

The  Council  has  held  eight  meetings,  a  quorum  being  present  at 
each  one.  The  principal  subject  of  consideration  at  these  meetings  has 
been  the  general  idea  of  an  adequate  and  permanent  home  for  the  societies 
composing  the  Alliance,  and  various  suggestions  and  plans  have  been  in- 
vestigated through  the  Building  Committee.  In  this  connection  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee  has  been  in  frequent  communication  with 
members  of  the  Tilden  Trust  relative  to  a  hoped-for  co-operation  between 
the  societies  and  the  Trust,  with  a  view  to  their  joint  occupancy  of  the 
old  City  Hall  when  it  is  removed  to  Bryant  Park.  He  has  also  been  in 
consultation  with  Mr.  Morris  K.  Jesup,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History,  with  reference  to 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  an  addition  to  the  Museum  building,  to  be 
especially  designed  for  and  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the  scientific  societies. 
Conferences  have  also  been  had  with  President  Seth  Low,  of  Columbia 
College,  with  a  view  to  opening  up  the  question  of  joint  action  by  the 
College  and  the  Alliance  for  the  erection  of  a  scientific  building  in  the 
centre  of  the  city  when  the  College  shall  remove  to  its  new  site  above 
Central  Park.  None  of  these  projects  have  reached  any  definite  stage  of 
negotiation,  but  they  are,  together  with  other  similar  matters,  still  under 
discussion  by  the  Council. 

Applications  fcr  membership  in  the  Alliance  have  been  received  from 
the  American  Academy  of  Anthropology  and  the  New  York  Branch  of 
the  American  Section  of  the  Society  for  Psychical  Research.  Neither 
application  has  been  acted  upon. 

At  the  meeting  of  June  7th,  1892,  a  Committee  of  one  member  from 
each  Society  was  appointed  to  arrange  for  the  First  Joint  Meeting  of  the 
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members  of  all  the  Societies  forming  the  Alliance.  The  consent  of  the 
Societies  having  been  obtained,  this  meeting  was  held  at  the  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  on  Tuesday  evening,  November  15th,  1892, 
and  addresses  were  delivered  by  Hon.  Seth  Low,  Mr.  Chas.  F.  Cox,  Hon. 
Addison  Brown,  Dr.  H.  Carrington  Bolton  and  Prof.  N.  L.  Britton.  The 
night  proved  very  stormy.    About  150  persons  were  present. 

On  November  25th,  1892,  the  Council  appointed  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  Society,  with  the 
President  ex-officio  as  Chairman,  and  advised  the  publication  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  addresses  delivered  at  the  First  Joint  Meeting,  referring  the 
matter  to  the  Finance  Committee  with  power.  By  means  of  personal 
appeal  and  a  circular  this  Committee  has  received  the  sum  of  i  1,343.  It 
was  subsequently  determined  to  designate  this  as  the  General  Fund  of 
the  Council.  The  above-mentioned  addresses  were  printed  in  the  form 
of  a  pamphlet,  and  some  2,700  of  them  distributed  in  March,  1893. 

At  the  meeting  of  January  31st,  1893,  the  Council  decided  to  hold 
another  Joint  Meeting,  in  honor  of  Professor  John  Strong  Newberry. 
The  consent  of  the  Societies  having  been  obtained,  this  meeting  was  held 
at  Columbia  College,  on  March  27th,  1893.  An  address  entitled"  A  Me- 
morial of  Professor  John  Strong  Newberry"  was  delivered  by  Prof.  H.  L. 
Fairchild  of  Rochester  University  ;  a  number  of  letters  were  read  by  Prof. 
James  F.  Kemp,  and  remarks  were  made  by  others.  On  March  23rd  the 
Council  appointed  a  Committee  of  three  to  devise  a  plan  for  a  permanent 
memorial  of  Professor  Newberry  and  report  it  at  the  Joint  Meeting  of 
March  27th.  This  Committee  reported,  recommending  the  formation  of 
a  fund  to  be  known  as  "  The  John  Strong  Newberry  Fund  for  Original 
Scientific  Research,"  to  be  obtained  by  subscription  and  administered  by 
the  Council.  On  April  28th,  1893,  this  report  was  accepted,  its  recom- 
mendations approved,  and  a  Committee  of  three  appointed  to  carry  them 
out.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

For  the  Year  May,  1893-ilfa?/,  1894. 


The  Third  Annual  Directory  was  distributed  in  August,  1893. 

The  Bulletins  have  been  regularly  issued  about  the  first  of  each  month, 
and  have  announced  nearly  all  the  papers  which  have  been  read  before 
the  Societies. 

The  Council  has  held  five  meetings,  a  quorum  being  present  at  each 
meeting. 

The  Committee  on  the  Newberry  Research  Fund  has  sent  out  two  cir- 
culars to  a  list  of  some  2,500  persons,  inviting  subscriptions.  The  total 
amount  subscribed  in  answer  to  these  appeals,  and  from  other  sources, 
now  aggregates  $1,415.  In  view  of  the  widespread  financial  depression 
the  Committee  is  encouraged  by  this  result,  but  deems  it  inexpedient  to 
prosecute  the  matter  further  until  favorable  conditions  obtain. 

The  Building  Committee  has  still  under  consideration  the  plans 
alluded  to  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Secretary,  but  has  not  been 
able  as  yet  to  bring  any  definite  proposition  before  the  Council. 

During  the  year  the  New  York  Entomological  Society  has  been 
admitted  as  a  member  of  the  Alliance.  The  total  membership  of  the 
allied  societies  is  now  nearly  twice  as  large  as  at  the  time  of  organization 
in  1891.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

For  the  Year  May,  1895-71%,  1896.

The  Bulletins  have  been  regularly  issued  about  the  first  of  each  month, 
from  October  to  May,  inclusive,  and  have  announced  most  of  the  stated 
papers  read  before  the  Societies. 

The  Council  has  held  meetings  on  June  26th  and  Sept.  17th,  1895,  and 
on  March  12th,  1896,  a  quorum  being  present  at  all. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Alliance  is  indicated  at  the  end  of  this 
pamphlet ;  939  names  were  included  in  the  Fifth  Annual  Directory. 

Articles  of  a  Constitution  were  adopted  at  the  meeting  held  Sept.  17th, 
1895.    They  are  printed  in  this  issue  of  the  Directory.

Constitution  of  the  Council 

OF  THE 

SCIENTIFIC  ALLIANCE  OF  NEW  YORK, 

ADOPTED,  SEPTEMBER  17th,  1895. 


I.  — The  Council  shall  consist  of  three  delegates  from  each  Society,  the 
President  ex-officio.  and  two  other  members,  these  two  to  be  chosen  in 
the  manner  decided  upon  by  the  delegating  Society,  and  to  hold  office 
during  the  time  such  Society  shall  elect. 

II.  — The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  a  Secretary,  and 
a  Treasurer,  and  they  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Their  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year,  unless  the  holder  of  any  office 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  Council. 

A  special  election  to  any  vacated  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
may  be  held  at  any  regular  business  meeting,  notice  of  such  election 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  business  meeting. 

III.  — The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  Council,  shall 
collect  all  moneys,  and  only  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  shall  dis- 
burse the  oame.  He  shall  report  upon  the  state  of  the  funds  at  each 
Annual  Meeting,  and  at  other  times  if  required  by  the  Council.  The 
accounts  and  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  by  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  be  appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  the  report 
of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Council. 

IV.  — The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  shall  occur  the  third  Thurs- 
day in  May. 

Y. — Regular  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  at  such  times  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

VI.  — To  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting 
a  majority  of  the  Societies  constituting  the  Alliance  shall  be  represented, 
but  a  less  number  may  adjourn. 

VII.  — The  expenses  of  the  Council  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  several 
Societies  of  the  xVlliance  in  proportion  to  their  resident  membership,  as 
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shown  by  the  current  directory  ;  but  no  expenditures  shall  be  made  by 
the  Council  which  shall  raise  the  annual  assessment  of  the  Societies  be- 
yond seventy-five  cents  per  resident  member,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Societies. 

VITI. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of 
three-fourths  of  the  Societies  represented  at  any  regular  meeting,  two 
weeks'  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  to  each  delegate.

KEPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


For  the    Year  May,   1897  to  May,  1898. 


The  Seventh  Annual  Directory  was  issued  during  the  summer  of  1897, 
The  Bulletins  have  been  issued  regularly,  about  the  first  of  each  month, 

from  October  to  May,  and  have  announced  most  of  the  papers  read  before 

the  Societies. 

The  Council  has  held  meetings  on  June  14th  and  Dec.  23rd,  1897,  and 
March  10th,  1898,  a  quorum  being  present  at  each. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Alliance  is  indicated  at  the  end  of  this 
pamphlet. 

1055  names  were  included  in  the  Seventh  Annual  Directory. 

The  grant  of  fifty  dollars  from  the  John  Strong  Newberry  Fund  for 
Original  Research  authorized  by  the  Council  on  Feb.  25th,  1897,  was 
awarded  on  June  14th,  1897,  to  Dr.  Arthur  Hollick,  for  aid  in  his  studies 
of  the  Geology  and  Palaeontology  of  the  Atlantic  Coastal  Plain.  A 
paper  by  Dr.  Hollick,  embodying  results  reached  in  this  research,  entitled 
"  Notes  on  Block  Island,"  has  recently  been  printed  in  the  Annals  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Sciences. 

A  second  grant  of  fifty  dollars  from  the  Newberry  Fund,  for  aid  in 
research  in  Palaeontology  or  Zoology,  was  authorized  by  the  Council  on 
March  10th,  1898. 

A  circular  letter  sent  out  by  the  officers  of  the  Council,  under  authori- 
zation given  May  20th,  1897,  requesting  contributions  to  the  General 
Fund,  followed  by  personal  letters  from  .the  President  and  Secretary, 
yielded  the  sum  of  $579.00. 

The  Building  Committee  submitted  an  important  report  on  Dec.  23rd, 
L897,  which  has  since  been  printed  and  distributed. 

Under  authority  of  the  Council  a  Committee  arranged  a  banquet  at  the 
Hotel  Savoy  on  the  evening  of  March  16th,  1898,  at  which  nearly  two 
hundred  persons  were  present,  and  appropriate  addresses  were  made  by 
several  speakers.
